Thera Ia even a certaln charm abeut
such produoclions as the Lotery of Life and ¥,
or Dranded, for it 1a not lmposilble Lo derive
enterininment from trying to gusss whatl they
are about, and In endeavoring to estimate
whether we or the suthor are particalarly
insane. Most mudern playwrighis,
however, follow In a well-boaton track,
and the wvagarious excursions luto by.
paths are #O Infrequent that
they are worthy of partionlnr notica. ‘The
modern dfamas of the sepsation school—huave
we any othoi?—=might brve bean writlen by the
yard and out by mashlocry to order into the
required lengths of a prologus and ono, two
three, or four sote. The prologue, by the way'
is indlspensable, Tho same pattern, very
slightly varlegated, rung through them ail, and,
taking all things Into conalderation, it Is rather
remakablo thal the aoctord are able to bearap
go well under the monotony. ISsl4, however,
they suy get nsed to belog skinoed, nud the
human animil possesses In a remaricable de*
gree the faoulty of adaptiug hilmsell to olrenms

Wercmember Mr, H, J. Byron'snewislp aon.
neolion with one ortwo plessant [ILe domesti®
dramus, which, If not wltogether new o skyls
forin, aind substance, were clever performsnoss
In thelr way,and moraover promlied woll (o
his effurts in the future in the same llue, Bat
Mr. Byron hasglven himself over Lo tne demon
of sensatioualism; he has eaught the trivk ol
the trade, and he Is apparently capabie of far
nishing the managers with plays by the square
yard or cublo foot, according to order, aud set
forth witlh bran new titles of the most taking
desoription, The Lancashire Lass waa redcemed
from nolblogoess by one cuaracler a littie

out of the wususl Illne; but Blow for
Blow, which has followed bard afier i,
has not even this oue redeseming

guality. To do Mr. Dyron jusiice, ge does not
mutliate the Kogllsh langusge to the same ex-
tont a8 some of Lis contem poraries, and he ua-
derstanda the art of arranging tolerably lute
resting sltuations for the curtaln to descend
upon &t the conclusion of ench act, and his
plays are so far moral Lbat Lhere 1s nothlng
offeneive to decency In Lthem, and ample jus
tice 18 meted out to his villuins when the end of
the performance 1s reached, Bul of what avall
18 this If the audlence becomes 80 woaried
before the villaln meets hig doom that they ars
not wide awake enough 10 know exactly
whether it is the virtuous hero or the rascal of
the plece that finally comes to grief?

In Liow for Blow we have the wealthy mer-
chant, who commits a forgery, who refuses Lo
give his daughter Lo Lhe vilialn, and who 1s
sonvicted on Lthe evidence of the villain In re”
taliation for a blow ln the face wilh the butl-
end of a horsewhip luflicted by the younglady's
lover. The villain follows up the lover, and
glves him biow for blow by harassing him
whenever an opportanlly cffers, until he inslly
gels pltohed out of ke fourth story window by
the forging fautber, who relurns fron penal
servitude just lu the nlek of e Lo frastrate
his schemes and Lo lufliol npon bim a punishe
ment that anywhere outside of & seusation
play or novel would bave the eflect of placiog
bis hoary head ln the hangman's halter, Toere
are some attempis at hoawmor lo Blow for Blow,
but the jokes are mostly old joes Luat bave
somewhat lost their plguaney from [reqaent
repetition.

HSenora dl Carfano is not equal to the task of
sustaluing leading roles ke "Mildred Crad-
dock" and her Lwin.sister “Allce.” Tuls lady's
foreigu accent would not militate ageinst nor
success 1f she understood tue art of developlug
the strong polnts of Lhe chAraclers entrasted Lo
her; but her aoting I8 Lo a great extent mecha-
nical, snd in the laiter sceunes of Lhe play espe.
cinlly, where vigor aud cxpression are regulired
phe lals entirely.

Mr. Studley’s “John Drommond''is in almost
precisoly the same style as hils persooation of
“the party by the name of Jounson,” ouly la
this dinma he represauls tie villhin, and in
the Lanocashire Lass e had the rofe of the vio.
tim, Mr. Studley nppears 1o have ablilty, and
we think that with a lttle stady s might
make a wider distinetion belweenitils siyle of
represcuting these two parts, Mr, K ¥, locrue
as "Licutensaut Linden' did very falrly ia the
first scene, but In  the Iast wwo mols
where he had vicient emo'ious to ex.
press, he falled enilrely, Tue besl act
jng in the drams, o our mind, I8 tha
of Mr,Jennings in the smuall part of “*Mr, Bol-
der.” Mr.Jennlogs Is not alwgys & pleasaot
actor, and a defeck In his ulleraice sometlmes
interferes materlally with the sueccvss of his
personations. Bat he 1s a genulne actor, and
when he ohooses Lo take palns he cam make u
good deal oul of a very small part. We also
lked Mr, J, T. Ward's representation of “Ohar-
Jey Spriggs,” ulbelt It bore conslderable re
gemblauce Lo hils ' Bpotiy," In the drama per-
formed last weelk. Mr. Ward has conslderable
dry humor, whioh tells on the audlence with
fully as mueh e¢ffeol as more extravagant fun
would do. Miss Bessle Budlow, who & very falr
poubrelle, bul epparentlly withont many ldoas
apove or beyoud the convealtlonsl siyle of
soubretie business, did not play the part of
“Killy Wobler' as she might have done, #0 as
to make It & fealure of Lhe play. The other

characlers were (airly represented, bus the
members OF Lhe copany Dave DOt yeL learued
bow 1o puil Logellier »o e L0 represent & dratns
a8 & whole witn the gresiest effeer. lo epuciu-
sion, we would suy to the tiddlers, do not 0udie
